Ile asserted that ’Hie conspiracy” 
had made use of newspaper articles, 
editorials and advertising; that manu­ 
facturers and bunkers had assailed the 
commission with communications fa­ 
voring an increase and that tile props 
gamin had 
been 
in 
evidence 
for 
months before 
the 
railroads made 
their application. 
Under the law. the 
senator said. 
the 
commission must 
reach its decision on the evidence and 
testimony taken by it and not upon 
the arguments advanced through such 
a campaign.
